Rail Traffic Is Heavy. 
A statement 
traffic 
on 
the 
railroads of the country 
for 
the 
present season of the 
year 
is 
greater than it ever was in nor­ 
mal years, and 
practically 
as 
great as that carried during the 
record season in 1918 has 
been 
authorized by Walker 
I). 
Hines 
director general of railroads. 
A 
copy of this statement was re 
ceived by Superintendent E. E 
Hanna, of the Katy, today: 
This re.sult has been attained, :ic- 
cordiug to Hines, despite the fact. 
that release from war time restric­ 
tions has placed many additional 
burdens on the Railroad Admin­ 
istration. 
Instancing. Hines c it e s 
the coal zoning, which last 
year 
compelled consumers 
to 
obtain 
their coal from the mines nearest 
to their locations. 
The result is that the railroad 
facilities of the country are de 
cidedly below what the traffic de 
manda, 
nevertheless. 
maximum 
traffic is being handled and this 
is being done with less shortage 
of transportation than manifested 
itself at times in the pre-war per 
iod. 
Particular attention is being 
paid by the railroad administra 
Hon to the furnishing of nec.es 
sary equipment for the transpor­ 
tation of coal and grain. 
It 
waa 
decided early in September I ba* 
in order to meet the coal require­ 
ments of the country it would be 
necessary for the 
railroads 
to 
move a minimum 
qf 
ll,000.0u0 
tons of bituminous coal a -week. 
For the week ening September 13 
11.046,000 tons were transported 
and for the week ending Septem 
ber 20th. 11.248.000 
tons 
wert* 
transported and for the week end 
ing ^gpteiifjor 27th, the railro* 
administration estimated I hat ap 
proximately 11.575.000 tons were 
transported. 
Another instance is that 
last 
year there was heavier loading of 
many important commodities than 
has been possible this year, a fact 
which requires cars to handle she 
same amount of freight. 
“The railroads now have more, 
cars in actual service, after ex­ 
cluding cars held out of service by 
repairs, than in 1917 or 1918,” said 
Hines. 
“While the bad order ear 
situation was greatly embarrassed 
by the extensive strikes 
among 
shopmen in August, the percent 
age of bad order cars is rapidly 
dwindling. There was an increase 
of 52.457 oars in service. 
Of this 
increase 12,110 cars were added 
in the one week ending October 4. 
“The fact that there is still 
a 
shortage in vail transportation L 
gt. I due to the conditions that 
the 
j amount of business offered is far 
in excess to the transportation fa­ 
cilities of the ’ country. 
This has 
always been true in times 
of 
heavy business in 
the 
autumn 
months; -except- last year, when the 
m atter was controlled with an iron 
hand solely with a view to war 
necessities.” 
Because of uncertainty as to the 
status of railroads, said Hines, lit­ 
tle effort has been made to 
ex­ 
pand the railroad facilities to the 
extent required by the public in­ 
terest. 
“The Railroad Administration,” 
continued Hines, “was not provided 
with tl:e money and therefore could 
not orig:nate or carry out any such 
program. The railroad companies, 
in view of the uncertainty, were 
unwilling to provide the money. 
The result is that the railroad fa 
cilitiea of the country are decided­ 
ly below what the 
traffic 
de­ 
mands.”
